A BANDIT IDENTIFIED.

JOHN A. LIMOS, EX-CONVICT,
/ASBISTED IN HOLD-UP OF
OREGON EXPRESS.

Evidence of His Guilt Has Been
Found in Cabin—Electrical
Engineer Farnishes a Clue
—Oregon Fair Bill
Passed—Other
News.

Tekoa, Wash., April 8.—“Buck-
skin Jim,” an old Indian, who liv-
ed on the Coeur d’Alene reservation,
seven miles from Tekoa, was bro-
tally murdered by his equaw three
weeks ago, although the murder
has just come to light, the Indiana
being inclined to . keep tha matter
secret. When the old couple, each
of whom was over 60 years of age,
returned to their camp from Bpo-
kane, where they had gotten_ glori-
ously drunk, it is easid they  quer-
reled and, ina moment of ~rage,
the squaw killed the old man ‘with
an axe, completing her act of. .ven-|
geance by cutting his head-off. -

In an evident desire to conceal’
her crime she attempted to burn
the dead Indiap, and duoring the
cremation she was discovered by

ll . |other members of the ‘tribe. The

Indians were horror-stricken, but
gave the dead buck a decent barial.
For uuknown ressone, the squaw
was unmolested, no attempt being
made {o bring her to justice.

The story was made public fo-
day by Mrs. Mason, an intelligént
half-breed, and there is no doubt
as to the troth of it, and steps will
be taken at once to apprebend the

Five
San Francisco newspapers bearing
consccutive dates for five days be-
fore the crime were found in the
cabin. Oun these facts the officers
of the law base their opinions that
the murderera occupied the cabin
five days before the holdup, and
that they returmed there after
the deed ha been committed.

San Francisco, April 9.—The po-
lice bave secured evidence that John
A, Limos, an ex-convict, was one
of the men who keld up the Oregon
express traia ten days ago, and
killed Messenger O’Neill. Corrob-
oration of suspicion that has been
directed to Limos was found ina
cabin west of Keswick, where the
rbbsrs had their habitation before
their commission of the crime. The
cabin is in the hilis one mile west
of Keawick, on the Dick Dunn min-
ing claim, which has not been oper-
ated for several years. The hold

Itis certain that these bandits
were the men who held up the ea-
loon at Kennett over a modth ago,
snd who recently robbed the Moun-
tain Copper Company’s store at
Keawick. (VR
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Vancouver, April 2.—Nine Ainus
—four men, three women and two
childréen—from Yezn, the northern-
moet island of Japan, have arrived
here by the Empress of Japan,
botind for the 5t, Louig Exposition.

The Ainus men and the women,
too, are covered all over their bod-
leg: with fairly long silky eeft
bair. The eyebrows, whiskers and
muslaches of themen are specially
heavy in growth, and they present
a gneer appearance to Western eyes.
Thefaces of the ‘Ainus are very
dark, and it is said: that the - skin
all over their bodies is about four
shades darker than that of the av-
erage Japanese, They speak a dia-
lect or language distinetly their
owD.

The tribe is fast dying out, and
only 2,000 of its representatives res
main. Two of-the men of the par-
ty are fairly iptelligent, but the
others logk ‘more like apes than hu-
man beings.

Pailadelphia, - April, 2.—Three
weeks have now elapsed since
Thomaes Emerson's heart wassewed
up in the Jefferson -hospital and
there is still every reason to believe
that the negro will in a few weeks
be able to leave the hospital..

Emerson walked five equares af-
ter a knife had penetrated hisheart,
and when the heart was exposad by
the surgeon’s knife it was found
that the wound was large emough
to require six stitches, The right
lung had also been punctured and
was oollapsed. 3

The pleura was opened and the
blood scooped out. The pleura was
then dressed again and the heart,
after it had been sutured—it was
necessary to take the heart entirely
out of the trunk to perform the op-
eration—was put back into place
without baving caused any inter-
ruption of its functions.

Afterward septic pleurisy set io,
and the gurgeons supposed it was
all over with Emerson. But he re-
covered from the pleurisy two
weeks sgo. Then eeptic pneumo-
nia set in, and that is now what he
i3 recovering from.

Vienna, April 8.—In one of the
most terrific earthquakes in its his-
tory the village of Keesevo, Seloni-
ca, in Macedonia was, on Monday,
devastated and the greater portion
of the population rendered home-
less. Twenty-five persons wers kill-
ed and 40 others injured. The
death liet according to the account
received here may be increased.

The earthquake was preceded by
the neual rumbling, but as that
portion of the country has felt shocks
no apprebension was felt, To this
is undeubtedly due the large loss
oflife. Two distinct shocks wers
felt, the second bsing the most vio-
lent.

Houses melted away like dust
and in a few geconds 1,500 of them
were mere ruins, with the inhabi-
tants in some instances buried be-
neath the fallen timbers.

Great distress bas resulted and
&n appeal has been made to the
government for aid,in which it is
declared that in addition to 1,500
families rendered homeless the food

“IN A WRECK

FIVE KILLED OUTRIGHT IN
OVERTURNING OF A SAN--
TA BARBARA STREET

CAR.

Twenty Are Sarioua]y. Injured—
* Viotims Horribly Mangled Uxs-
der the Debrie.

Santa Barbara, Cal., April 10.—

A strest-car loaded with passengers
returning to town from the Old
Migsgion ran off the track at Garden
and Miasion streete today and five
deaths have resulted. All of the
dead were Santa Barbara people.
Over twenty of the passengers were
injured, many_ of them being fright-
fully mangled. Over haltof the in-
jured had bones broken about the
body aud not & few of them suffer-
ed serious fractures of the skull.
The accident was due to a defect
in the brake apparatus, as was re-
vealed upon an inspection of the
car, after the accident. While the
rear brakes were tightiy set against
the wheels, the forward brakes were
of ne service because of the bresking
of a part of the gearing.
The motorman discovered that
something was wrong with the car
soveral blocks "above the point
whera the accident occurped and en-
deavored to sst the brakee, but fail-
ed to check the speed of thecar. At
the intersection of Garden and Mis-
sion streets there is a sharp ourwve,
and the car was moving atita high-
est speed down a b per cent grade
when the curve was reached.

The car- was thrown from the
track upon its side, the pasesengers
being-thrown in eveiy direction.
One section of the car was smushed
into splinters. Those who were in-

killed -and- many of those
who were most seriously injured
were standing upon the guard rail
on the gide of the car as it crashed
into the ditch.

As soon a8 the news of the acci-
dent spread throaghout the city ev-
ery available physician was sent to
the aid of the injured and many
prominent residents of the city were
among lhoee who aided the suffer-
ing and dying. A majorily of the
injured were taken to the hcspital
and the remaioder were removed
to their homes,

Portland, April 8.—Portland
Joornal: Unlese delayed on her
joorney, Mrs. Emma L. Watson,
the last of the alleged gang of swind-
lers who are eaid to have defranded
the government out of thousands
of dollars by land frauds will reach
this city tonight in the custody of
federal officars from Chicago. Dig-
trict Attorney Hall was notified to-
day that the woman would arrive
this evening. She will likely be
arraigned tomorrow.

Mre. Waltson was indicted by the
federal grand jury along with Ma-
rie Ware, B. A. D, Poter, Horace
G. McKinley and others for alleged
complicitly in a big land swindle.
The others were apprehended and
placed under heavy bonds te secure
their appearance for trial before the
federal court.

The woman, however eluded ar-
reet urtil Sunday, when she wasz
taken into custody in Chicago.
Since January she has played &
hide end-seek game with the offi-
cers, successfully avoiding the most
vigilant efforts of the officers to
cause her srrest. She is eaid to
have been forced to ute a number
of aliases, amorg them are Mrs,
Pater, and Mre. Porter. At times,
it is said, she has (been known ag
the wife of S. A. D. Pater, who is
eaid to have assieted _her in her
flight.

She was located Salurday ina
fashionable hotel in Chicago, and
waa placed under errest early Sun-
day morping. She appeared before
a magistrate and was released in
the sum of $7,500. The local an-
thorities were immediately notified
of her apprebension and a warrant
was prepared by District Attorney
Hall. It was forwarded to Chica-
go, but will not likely reach its dee-
tination until after the woman bas
arrived in Portland.

As scon es she reaches the city
ghe will be taken before Judge Bel-
linger of the United Siatea court
and arraigned. Itis said that she
will have no difficulty in raisicg
the bail necessary to secure her lib-
erty.

For weeks all work has been de-
layed and all plans bave been held
up pending final action by congresg.
The corporation found many obsta-
cles that could be only overcome
when all wes definitely settled and
until it was known just what the
government would be willing to do
po definite building plans of any
sort could be considered. Begin-
ning tomorrow & new era in the
work of the corporation is prowised,
and from exploitation to gardening
work long held in reserve will be
brought to light and officially an-
nounced.

Londou, April 11.—No confirma-
tion bas reached London of the va-
rious rumors, moet of which came
by way of Parie, of land fighting,
landings by the Japanese troops on
the Liao Tung peninsula, the cap-
tore of Japaness troops bn Rus-
sians, ete. Dispatches from vari-
ous points agree that the Russians
bave completely evacusted Corea,
but beyond this there is litile relia-
ble newe.

A Chefoo dispatch which reached
London by way of Rome asserts
that the Jupanasse squadron with
20 steamers wes ceen making for
Port Arthur.

The equadron of Admiral Wiren-
iug left Cherbourg yesterday for the
Baltie.

On the occasion of Kaster the
ezar conferred numerous decora-
tiong and promotions upon navy
and army commanders prominent
in the war,

Marquis Ito, President of the
Japaneee privy council, was given
a baoquet at Tokio Saturday. He
announced the succees of his mi:-
sion in eetablishing cordial rela-
tions between the Japanese and
Coreen courts, and said that at his
goveanment’s request he had drawn
up en elaborate report on Corean po-
litical needs.

The Japanese papers ridicule the
idea of the Russian Baltic Bea
equadron evee reaching the Far
Eest, and do not believe that it will
ever wake the attempt.
